There was no incoher- 
ence or rambling today. Now that his direct 
story is ended, the skillful thrusts of the 
cross-examiner show that his mind is alert, 
and that he has full power of continuous 
reasoning. 
HIS MEMORY WAS EXTRAORDINARY. 

He remembered dates and distances exactly. 
He could tell the hour of the day and the 
month when he stopped cheating one poor 
landlady to attempt to rob another. He did 
not drag the Lord into this robbery of board- 
ing-house-keepers as much as he did yester- 
day. He was particularly irritated at Judge 
Porter’s qpestions, as they exposed the mag- 
nitude of his vagabond career. He was 
alarmed when Judge Porter brought out the 
fact that ne had used a large quantity of 
cartridges in improving his aim, and that he 
was weak in his inspiration in not trusting 
to the Lord to do the shooting, and to doa 
better job. He’ struggled hard, as he has 
from the outset, to keep in the background 

THE MOTIVES OF MALICE AND REVENGE 
which the cross-examination brought to the 
front, and he appealed almost despairingly 
to the defense which he had planned and 
left in the newspaper at the depot. One 
thing greatly troutded him. He was nervous 
that Porter dwelt upon the fact that, among 
his newspaper strips, were two which simply 
stated when the President was expected to 
leave Long Branch. He was unable to ex- 
plain why he was careful to make such plans, 
and did not intrust those details to the won- 
derful inspiration that had guided him. 

. BOTH SIDES 

are now about ready to call upon the experts 


for their professional opinions. On them, of 


course, the main issue will rest. If they 
agree either way, that will end the case. It 
cannot be doubted that Judge Cox would 
instruct the jury in accordance with their 
united testimony. If they disagree on mate- 
rial points, the jury will probably find it out. 
What their aggregate opinion is tannot now 
be told, for they have guarded their opinions 
with the greatest secrecy, except so far as 
they acknowledge freely that the case is a 
very remarkable one. 
INKLINGS. 

This much, however, is hinted and held 
out: It is understood that yesterday one of 
the leading medical witnesses for the defense 
notified Mr. Scoville that he was compelled 
to say that he would have to testify, if called, 
that the prisoner was fully responsibie for 
the act, arid today, at the conclusion of the 
testimony, two more of the experts on in- 
sanity for the defense formally announced 
that the testimony of the prisoner hag 
changed their own views of the case, as their 
former opinion has been based upon false 
information, and they saw 
NO EVIDENCE OF INSANITY 
which would justify them in. declaring him 
not responsible. The Government have here 
eight of the most eminent medical men of 
the country, who have watched the case 
from its commencement, and have person- 
ally examined the prisoner, and heard all his 
testimony tending to show insanity in his 
family. It is now understood that there is 
no difference of opinion among them. They 
will all testify that he is sane and responsi- 
ble. The only medical men who will testify 
to his insanity are a class of specialists who 
are advocates of what is known as moral 
insanity, which is not given much weight in 
courts, and is repudiated by the medical men 
of this country and Europe. 

JUDGE LAWRENCE, 
First Controller of the Treasury, who occu- 
pied the bench with Judge Cox in the Guiteau 
trial yesterday, says of the assagin; “ As I 
sat looking down upon him yesterday, I 
could not help being struck with the appear- 
ance his head presents to one who views it 
asa phrenologist. it is almost flat on top, 
from the forehead to the grown, which rises 
prominently and almost perpendicularly from 
the nape of the neck. This, if 1 understand 
anything of phrenology, indicates vanity 
and self-conceit strongly developed. I have 
not studied the evidence submitted in the 
case, but if it shows that Guiteau had a dis- 
tinct idea of the enormity of his crime, then 
it will appear that the only motive for it was 
that he felt aggrieved over his treatment in 
the matter of the Paris Consulship. His 
self-conceit was hurt, and he wanted revenge, 
and this should not be considered insanity.” 


THE TRIAL. 
THE CROSS-EX AMINATION. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1.—Upon enter- 
ing the witness-box Guiteau desired, before 
resuming his evidence, to make a personal 
statement, and addressed himself to the audi- 
ence, saying: Two weeks ago I sent out an 
appeal for money. I did it on my own ac- 


| count, and the day afterward Scoville an- 


nounced it was without bis authority. I 
again invite my friends to send me money, 
in the interest of the cause of justice and for 
my defense. They can send me $5, $10, $15, 
or $1,000 if they wish. If they don’t want to

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS. 

Judge Porter then began a rapid fire of in- 
terrogations, eliciting from the prisoner in 
his several replies that physically he wasa 
coward and always kept away from personal 
danger. Morally he Was brave as a lion, 
when he thought the Deity was back of him. 
In his opinion, the doctors killed the Presi- 
dynt. The acts of Jones and Mason in at- 
tempting to kill him were wrong, and they 
ought to be punished, unless they can show 
that they were inspired by the Deity. Wit- 
ness soon showed signs of impatience and 
excitability, and, striking his open hand upon 
the desk, he emphasized every sentence ut- 
tered. When pressed for answers, he finally 
became obstinate and shouted to Judge Por- 
ter: 


“T KNOW YOU WELL, 
and I know bigger men than you are. I’ve 
seen you shake your. finger at witnesses in 
New York, but you can’t’ scare me.” Short- 
ly after, when asked if he believed in the 
Ten Commandments, to which he responded 
in the affirmative, and if he believed that the 
commandment ** Thou shalt net kill,” ought 
to be read in his case “Thou shalt kill,” he 
became exceedingly violent. He refused to 
discuss the matter at all. There was no 
murder in his case and no killing. It was 
simply for the jury to determine whether or 
not his act in removing the President was in- 
spired by the Deity or not. It was all non-

The mere outward fact how 1 
removed the President has nothing what- 
ever to do with this case.” 

HIS INSPIRATION. 

Guiteau’s shrewdness in detecting and an- 
ticipating any point which might be made 
against him was the marked feature ot the 
investigation. Judge Porter pressed him 
very closely to fix the day when he received 
his alleged inspiration to remove the 
President, and Guiteau finally shrieked out: 
“To remove all this loose talk, I want you to 
know that I would have removed the Presi- 
dent at any time between the middle of June 
and the 2d of July, if I had found oppor- 


tunity. I would have done it for the good of | 


the American people.“ 
SHREWD, AS USUAL. 

Guiteau was permitted to indulge his pas- 
sion for talking upon the pending political 
position atthe time of the shooting, until, 
speaking of the President's ingyatitude to 
Grant and Conkling, he was led by Judge 
Porter to admit that “ingratitude is the 
basest of crimes.” 

Judge Porter Stop there. What would 
you have thought of youract in killing the 
President had he given you the Paris Con- 
sulship, instead of having refused it?“ 

Guiteau had previously said Garfield was 
his (the prisoner’s) warm personal and polit- 
ical friend; that no personal motives what- 
ever were involved in his act, and fearing, 
evidently, some trap was being set for him, 
he hesitated a moment, and then, with great 
emphasis: I want to just fasten you solid 
right here. I would not have taken the Paris 
Consulship after the ist of June if 1 had 
Deen appointed to it and the President and 
Secretary Blaine had both beseeched me on 
their kness to take it. I had at that time re- 
solved to remove the President for the good 
of the American people.“ 

AFTER RECESS 

Guiteau ‘resumed the stand, looking very 
haggardgand worn. The cross-examination, 
however, continued as before recess. Gui- 
teau said he had no special purpose in using 
some flattering words to Blaine. 1 simply 
made a suggestion to him that in case he as- 
sisted me in getting the Paris Consulship I 
should feel bound, in case he was a candi- 
date at the National Convention, to assist 
him. That is the way they doin politics. 
Judge, understand that is the way politicians 
get on! You tickle me—I tickle you.“ 

Question—Did you write President Gar- 


field a letter marked Private,“ in which 


you said: I intend to express my sympathy 
for you on account-of the pressure that has 
been on you since you came to this city“? 
Answer—Yes, I wrote that letter. My idea 
was just this: to express my personal regard 
for Gen. Garfield on account of the pressure 
on him for office, and that is what I meant by 
saying I considered him my personal friend. 
I SYMPATHIZE WITH ANY PRESIDENT 
who has this enormous horde of office- 
seekers at his throat. At the time those 
letters were written I had not the slightest 
conception of removing the President. If 
you want to bring those letters against me 
that were written at the time when I had 
not the slightest conception of removing the 
President, then you are trying to do what 
you cannot do, and will not do. [Banging 
the railing violently. | 

The prisoner, being asked how many times 
he had spoken with Conkling on the street, 
answered: “1 met him once on the street. 
He was exceedingly cordial, and he bowed 
and said, ‘How do you do, Mr. Guiteau,’ I 
was on good relations with all those men 
during March and April.“ 

Judge Porter (slowly and with great 
delfperation)—Did Senator Conklmg— 

The prisoner (interrupting)— 

OH, DON’T LOOK so FIERCE AT ME. 
I don’t care a snap of my finger for you. 

Judge Porter—But you will answer my 
questions. 

The prisoner—Put your questions in a 
quiet, simple sort of a way and I will. 

Judge Porter—Did Senator Conkling ever 
promise to support your application for the 
Paris Consulship ? : 

The prisoner—My expectation about the 
Paris Consulship was that I would get it 
through my personal influence with the 
President, Blaine, and Logan, and that when 
my nomination went to the Senate Senator 
Conkling and that sort of men would see it 
through: but I don’t think it necessary to 
discuss this matter of the Paris Consulship. 
I went over it all yesterday, and I decline to 
diséuss it further. There is no use of wast- 
ing the time of this honorable court on it in 
going over it again.

A MEMORIAL TABLET.

The tablet is American statuary mar- 
ble, and consists of a sill resting upon two 
corbels, outside of which are two pilasters 
representing an ax and fasces.

THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
HOW THE CONTEST LOOKS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne. 

WaAsHINeTON, D. C., Dec. 1.—The Speak- 
ership contest is forming. It can’t be said 
that it has formed. The result depends upon 
combinations which have not yet been made. 
What these combinations will be it is proba- 
ble will not be definitly known until the 
morning of the meeting ot the cau- 
cus, on Saturday. The result 
pend upon the fate of certain move 
ments which are now being atiempt- 
ed in the different State delegations. 
What the success of these movements will 
be vannot be known until those delegations 
are here and have had their conferences. 
Tha delegations have never been so late in 
arriving. Mr. McPherson, for so many years 
the Clerk of the Honse, and the most promi- 
nent and capable candidate for that position 
now, says that, in all his experience in 
Washington, he never knew the members at 
the beginning of Congress 

SO LATE TO ARRIVE. 
A Congréssman standing near, who had just 
arrived, sald: And there is good reason for 
it. Everybody is staying away as long as 
possible. The contest for the Speakership is 
so uncertain, there are so many candidates, 
and the members hold such pleasant relations 
to all the aspirants, that they desire to keep 
away from the conflict and tumult until the 
last possible moment.“ A meeting of 
THE PENNSYLVANIA DELEGATION, 

only about one-haif of which has arrived 
here, is to be held tomorsow night. An effort 
will be made to hold a meeting of the Illinois 
delegation tomorrow, and before Saturday 
morning the other delegations will probably 
meet and attempt te come to some agreement. 
The question to be first decided is, at course, 
whether the votes of the States shall be cast 
as a unit, and after that decision is reached 
the next matter will be, if the decision is in 
the affirmative, to determine for whom the 
votes shall be cast. 

THE DIFFERENT STATE DELEGATIONS 
are very much divided, and it will be ex- 
tremely difficult to secure an agreement to 
vote as a unit in any of the States from 
which candidates are not presented. Take 
the great State of Illinois as an example. 
The Republican members of that State fave 
never been able to agree upon anything, and 
their influence for that reason is evidently 
legs than that of some of the smaller States, 
and its representatives are further from an 
agreement upon this subject than almost 
any other. The delegation from Chicago is 
divided upon two candidates, Farwell being 
for Kasson, Davis for Hiscock, and Aldrich, 
it is also said, for Hiscock, although: he has 
not ‘arrived. Outside of Chicago Keifer, 
Kasson, Orth, and Dunnell have supporters. 
Keifer claims three votes in IIlinois, Orth 
two, and Dunnell one. There are, besides, 
one or two men in the delegation who have 
had aspirations for the Speakership them- 
selves, but who have abandoned them. 

THIS STATE 

is a sample of the difficulties in attempting 
to enforce the unit rule in the delegations. 
Massachusetts is another illustration. There 
Mr. Read ciaims two votes, Hiscock three or 
four, and Kasson looks for at least three. As 
to second choice, notwithstanding the situa- 
tion is still so indefinit and must remain in- 
definit for some hours, the supporters of the 
different candidates are all very confident of 
their own prospects, although it is evident 
that in some cases the talk is merely bluff. It 
seems certain that the contest is narrowed 
to three candidates—Kasson, Hiscock, and 
Keifer. The other candidates who have been 
named, while by no means out of the race, 
are waiting fur that break which, they hope, 
will bring good fortune to them. They look 
to see 

THE THREE LEADING CANDIDATES NAMED 
kill each other off, as they term jt, and tgen 
each one of the other candida and doubt- 
less a few men who have not been named as 
candidates at all, expect to- come into the in- 
heritance. It still seems as clear as it did 
three days ago that man who is to be 
elected Speaker is the man who is the second 
choice of the majority of the caucus. If the 
paramount strength of.the candidates is to 
be determined by the namber of votes they 
will receive on the first ballot there can be 
no doubt that Mr. Hiscock leads. His sup- 
porters are extremely enthusidstic, and they 
go so far as to say even that he is certain of 
a nomination upon the first ballot, a state- 
ment which, if trae, of course renders any 
further canvass uppeeessary. 

ME. HISCOCK’S CLAIMS | 

are very broad, ahd his followers are very 
confident and persistent. They certainly pre- 
sent more votes for the first bailot than any 
other candidate, from anything now appar- 
ent, can claim.

Wasutneton, D. C., Dec. 1,—Secretary 

Hunt. in his annual report, calls the atten- 


tion of Congress to the neglected condition 


of the navy, and says that unless some action 
de had in its behalf it must soon dwindle to 
insignificance. He devotes considerable 
space to the consideration of the reports of 
bureau officers, and generally indorses the 
recommendations submitted. Secretary 
Hunt estimates that $20,013,716 will be needed 
to defray the expenses of the department for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1855. 
REQUISITIONS 
are made upon the Department to send ves- 
gels into different parts of the world to pre- 
yent threatened aggression upon the rights 
of American citizens, and shield them in time 
of civil commotion in foreign lands from in- 
suit and personal indignity. It is to be de- 
plored that in many such instances it has 
proved impossible to respond to calls from 
‘want of a sufficient mumber of vessels. 
These things ought not to be. While the 
navy should: not be large, it should 
at all times afford a nucleus for 
its enlargement upon an emergency. 
Tt becomes the duty of Congress to see to 
it that the navy of the United States should 
not be leftto perish through inattention, but 
should be restored to a condition of useful- 
ness to which it may, upon occasion, be so 
‘expanded as to become a ready means of pro- 
tection at home or of active or aggressive 
warfare in the ports ana waters of the enemy. 
Secretary Hunt, therefore, heartily com-

A FUGITIVE CASHIER. 

„ MAN OF GENEROUS IMPULSES.”

New York, Dec. 1.—It Id reported at police 

headquarters this afternoon that Cashier 
Joseph R. Brecken, who bas embezzled up- 
ward of $75,000 from the bank at Charlotte- 
town, Prince Edward Island, Dominion of 
Canada, is hiding in this city.

A PRIZE FIGHT. 

GEORGE ROOKE DEFEATS PROF. M’CLELLAN. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 1.—Nearly five hundred 
sporting men of this city went to Hunter's 
Point tonight to witness a glove-fight between 
William McClellan, of New York, and George 
Rooke, of England. Rooke is the bigger 
man of the two, weighing 170 pounds to 


his adversary’s 153 pounds. The con- 
test was fought under what are 
known as the London prize-ring 


rules, which admit of thirty seconds rest be- 
tween each round. Here is a specimen of 
the brutality: In the third round, no sooner 
were the men at the mark than Rooke sent 
out his left hand, which landed on McClel- 
lan’s throat. from the force of 
which he staggered. Then he paid 
a visit to the side of MeClellan’s head, and 
followed it up with a heavy “ left-hander”’ 
inthe mouth. MeClellan hit him once, land- 
ing a heavy “left-hander” on Rooke’s nose, 
from which the blood began to trickle. First 
blood was claimed and allowed for McClel- 
lan. This temporary advantage 

SEEMED TO ANNOY ROOKE, 

who went straight at his antagonist and hit 
with the left and right hands on both sides of 
his head. Then he put his lett fist in McClel- 
lan’s stomach with terrific force,and dashed in 
right and left. Then he struck MeClellan 
on the throatand mouth with such effect 
that the latter staggered like a drunken man. 
This was followed up with a terrific 
“left-hander” on the jaw which 
added to McClellan’s haziness. Asa finish- 
ing touch, Rooke put in a tremendous “ cigh 
handed cross-counter,” which knocked his 
opponent senseless in the middleof the floor. 
‘The force of the blow can be told from the 
fact that it took MecClellan’s le from 
under him, his head fell on his chest, his 
hands dropped at his side, and he fell full 
length on the floor face downward. Many 
thought his neck was broken, but he ro- 
vived in thirty minutes after the blow. The 
round lasted one minute and thirty-eight 
seconds.

He was sane enough to know that 
the crime was wrong. With such a prepon- 
derance of testimony from his own lips and 
from others as to his sanity, there ought to 
be no question that he is sane enough and re- 
sponsible enough to be hanged.

THE BNEW YORK MORE-TARIFF CON- 
VENTION. / 

The More-Tariff Convention in New York 
was a dreary affair. Its selfishness was so 
glaring as to disgust the whole city and to 
cause three-fourths of the self-appointed 
delegates to stay away from the place of 
meeting for very shame, so that of the 750 
persons who went to New York to clamor 
for more tariff scarcely 200 had the face to 
be present and vote for the resolutions or 
give open countenance to the cormorant 
schemes of the convention. 

It is astartling fact that, even admitting 
that protection as granted by the tariff does 
secure to the labor employed in protected 
indus all that it professes to do at the 
expense of the restof the community, the 
proportion of persons thus protected is com- 
paratively small, only a tenth of the whole 
Nation; and even they are subjected with 
all other classes and divisions of the popula- 
tion to the searching exactions made in the 
name of protection. The advocates of more 
tariff’ and of protection always speak as if 
all human labor was interested in more tariff 
protection. See the folly and impudence of 
this claim. The agricultural laborer, 
who constitute more than one-half of 
the whole population of this country, are 
not protected, do not want protection, 
and are the victims of high-tariff taxes. 
The proportion of American labor in- 
cluded within the scope of protection 
is very small, much smaller than is 
generally imagined. The non- protected 
classes of labor include the farmers—the en- 
tire body of agriculturists. We know that 
there ig a pretense that American wool is 
protected, but the truth was well expressed 
afew years ago by a wool-grower in Ohio, 
who declared that the farmers of Ohio had 
not received an addition to rice of their 
wool, because of the tariff, Mough to pay 
the increased cost of their shed¥s. The im- 
mense populati ngaged in transportation 
on the 95,000 miles of railway and engaged in 
all the branches of that business, and the popu- 
lation engaged in teaming on local transpor- 
tation in cities and towns, as well as those 
engaged in internal navigation, know pre- 
cious little of any benefit, real or pretended, 
which protection extends to them, though 
they are all painfully conscious of how pro- 
tection taxes and carries off their wages. 

The whole commercial and trading popu- 


lation, as well as that engaged in all the pro- : 


fessions, all those engaged in a hundred 
local trades and occupations, especially in 
the building and mining trades, and the mill- 
ions of unskilled laborers, are not only all 
of the non-protected classes, but they are all 
victims to its terrible taxation. 

The census tables of 1880, so far as they 
show the occupations of the population have 
not yet been published, but we think it safe 
to say that of the 50,000,000 of inhabitants of 
this country in June, 1880, not more than 10 
per cent, or 5,000,000, could be classed in any 
way as “ protected” by the tariff of the 
United States. 

For the nominal benefit of these five mill- 
ions of the population the other forty-five 
millions of people are taxed and their earn- 
ings are taken away. 

The population, giving to the protected 
classes every person whom it can be claimed is 
positively benefited by high tariff taxation, 
may be divided into two divisions—the pro- 
tected and the non-protected, one of the for- 
mer to nine of. the latter, the subsidied class 
numbering five or six millions all tuld, while 
the non-protected class numbers 45,000,000 of 
people.

NWO COAL FAMINE THIS WINTER. 

The threshold of winter is always dreary 
and uncomfortable. The outlook is cold and 
bleak from almost any pointof view. To 
the poor and needy the winter season is full 
of trials and suffering, and even the rich can- 
not hope to escape its discomforts. Men who 
depend upon outdoor employement to support 
their tamilies are largely cut off from work, 
and at the same time their expenses are in- 
creased by the demands for more clothing 
and more fuel. Trade generally grows 
stagnant except for a short time before the 
Christmas -holidays. ‘The transportation 
companies are confronted with the labor 
and cost of keeping their highways clear of 
snow andice. The farmers are sorely puz- 
zled to protect their stock against the storms 
and geverity of the weather. Nearly every 
glass of people have their special trials dur- 
ing winter in a cold climate, and the ap- 
proach of the season is almost universally 
dreaded. It is comforting, therefore, to be 
able to look forward to conditions which 
promise to render the present winter, which 
began yesterday according to the calendar, 
less severe than usual. Certainly, as com- 
pared with last year. there is reason to be- 
lieve that the winter now upon us will be 
short and mild, and that ail classes in the 
city and the country are better prepared to 
meet it. 

The experiences pf last winter were ex- 
ceptionally hard fhroughout the Northb- 
west. The cold season set in unusually 
early and very suddenly. In the begin- 
ning of November, without any warning, 
winter closed in and everything was frozen 
up, to remain in that condition nearly five 
months. The people of the Northwest had 
not prepared for this state of things. It 
was expected that navigation and the usual 
channels of communication between the 
great depots ud their dependent communi- 
ties would remain open another month. The 
ordinary supply of fuel, furnished in the 
main from sections of the country which the 
peuple of the West and Northwest regard as 
“East,” had not been laid in at the time 
when the means of communication was cut 
off between the two sections. The coal-sup- 
ply was short at the best, owing to troubles 
and delays at the mines, and high prices 
had abated the transportation thereof 
during the favorable season. When nav- 
igation was closed the opportunity for 
procuring coal at the usual cost was 
passed, and it was not long before transpor- 
tation by rail to the remoter points in the 
Northwest was rendered impossible by the 
embargo of ice and snow. This circum- 
stance imposed great suffering upon the 
rural classes all through the States of Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, and the 
Western Territories, and to some extent the 
towns and cities suffered from a lack of fuel. 
It was no uncommon thing last winter to 
hear of farmers burning up their fences and 
tearing down their barns and outhouses to 
secure sufficieut fuel to keep their homes 
warm. Even railroad tracks were torn upin 
order that the wooden ties might be used 
as fuel. ‘There was great hardship through- 
out the entire Northwest for both man and 
beast. Death from exposure was an everyday 
occurrence, To add to the trials of the season, 
the early and sudden freeze had shut off the 
supply of water in many sections of the coun- 
try, and long journeys and unusual exposure 
became necessary in order to furnish stock 
with sufficient water to keep it alive. When 
it is remembered that winter lasted five 
months under these conditions without any 
respit, some idea can be formed of the trials 
and suffering that the rural classes could not 
escape. 

The outiook for the present winter season 
is fortunately very different. The experi- 
ence of last year has taught people generally 
to be beforehanded. The supply of fuel is 
ample everywhere. The farmers will not 
need to burn their fences or their corn that 
will bring them 50 cents or more a bushel: 
They can keep their families warm and their 
cattle comfortable. The opening of winter 
has been delayed at least a month later than 


last year. At the beginning of December 


there has practically been neither ice 
nor snow, for with the exception of one cold 
spell lasting a few days there has been no 
sign of winter as yet. It is probable that the 
winter will be open, and almost certain that 
it will be of much shorter duration than last 
year. In 100 days from now spring will bud 
forth in pretty much the entire section south 
of Chicago, and twenty days further on the 
whole of the Northwestern territory will be 
warmed into new life. Meanwhile, fuel will 
be both abundant and cheap. There has 
been a shortage of crops, but that means 
merely an abatement of the surplus. There 
is plenty for home consumption, and the 
farmers will realize large profits on what 
they are able to sell. Even a good solid 
freeze-up will be welcomed in the country, 
because it will enable the farmers to open 
up communication with the railroad towns 
which has been shut off by bad roads. 
The working classes have had steady 
employment at good wages during the sum- 
mer and a long fall, and are generally well 
prepared for the enforced days of idleness 
during the severe spells of winter. There 
will be little want or suffering among any 
portion of the people Whether in the cities or 
in the country, and the Christmas time will 
bring more good cheer in Mother Shipton’s

Tux New York ** More-Tariff’’ Convention 
proved a bad failure.

As its origin 
and objects are not clearly understood in this 
eountry, and as it may soon come prominent- 
ly into public view, a brief statement of them 
will be of interest. in 1879 there was a feel- 
ing of great depression amoug the English 
farmers, and widespread disappointment was 
expressed because the Government neglected 
their tnterests. This disappointment made 
itselffelt; but, instead ot applying any reme- 
dial measures, a Commission of Inqut- 
ry was appointed. The two associa- 
tions then existing, the Farmers’ Ciub 
ang the Central Chamber, which were 
under Conservative control, brought no 
pressure to bear upon the Government, but 
accepted the commission, which had no more 
idea of granting the requests of the farmers 
than the barnacles of the Circumlocution 
Office had of satisfying Arthur Clennam 
when he attempted hie generous errand for 
Daniel Doyce. Under these circumstances, 
the more ardent of the agricultural reform- 
ers formed the Farmers’ Alliance, an organ- 
ization entirely kept aloof from politics, and 
bent upon advocating and securing reforms 
purely from the tenant-farmers’ standpoint. 
The program of thealliance is thus stated by 
one of its prominent members in the Lon- 
don Times: 


Security for the capital of tenants. freedom in 
the cultivation of the soil and the disposal of its 
produce, reform of the game laws, apporuon- 
ment of rates between owner and occupier, re- 
adjustment of tithe rent chaige, abolition of 
the luw of. distress, reform of laws relating to 
ownership and transfer of land, securing rate- 
payers their lewitimate share in county govern- 
ment, watching over the interests of farmers in 
respect of railway charges, maintenance of 
etfective reguiauons in respect of cattie disease, 
the better representation of tenant-farmers in 
Parliament. 


The program of the English farmers, it 
will be o bserved, not only includes the main 
points of justice which have been conceded 
to the Irish tenants, such as security for their 
capital, which includes their improvements, 
freedom in the cultivation of the soil and the 
disposal of produce, the apportionment of 
rates and reform of the laws relating to owner- 
ship and transfer of lands, but also many other 
reforms of a minor character as compared 
with the above. The alliance has evidently 
been encouraged by, if itdid notactually owe 
its origin to, the Land League, and we may 
well believe will bring its demands before 
Parliament with even more force and push 
than the Irish Land bill was pressed, be- 
cause it has more intelligence and influence 
in its ranks. It is one of the great meas- 
ures which the Liberal party will have 
to father, for, having awarded justice 
to Irish farmers, in part at least, it 
cannot consistently refuse justice to En- 
glish farmers. Judging by the steady prog- 
ress the alliance is making the struggle can- 
not be far off, and may only wait the com- 
plete settlement of the Irish questions before 
it comes to the front demanding its rights 
and prepared to make a strong and united 


demand.

BLAINE ON BRAZIL TRADE. 

The Hon. James G. Blaine was invited to 
address the New York More-Tarif? Conven- 
tion, but he excused himself on the grounds 
of a press of official business. He sent a 
note which he sigped in great haste,” at- 
tempting to explain the condition of our 
Brazilian trade, which lauguishes, he 
“* hastily’ thinks, for want of a line of sub- 
sidized steamers to Rio Janeiro. Among 
other things he *‘ hastily’ remarks: 


I see the American Minister to Brazil, at this 
moment en route to Rio Janeiro, compeiled to 
reach his post by going tirst to England or France 
in order to avail himself of a line steamer. We 
ace paying to Brazil apnually more than $40,000,- 
0% in gold coin to settle the balance of trade 
against us. Brazil, in turn, sends this money to 

urope to buy commodities which we might, in 
part at least, turnisn her. It is easy for mer- 
chants of Brazil to reach Eugland and France. 
We have never seen the wisdom of providing an 
easy mode for the same merchants to come to 
the United Sta So long as we fail to do 60 
the balance of trade will anovally invrease 
against us. It is idle to think of selling goods to 
a man unless you first induce him to cume into 
your store. 


Mr. Blaine avoids explaining the cause of 
this bad state of things, and he offers no ade- 
quate remedy therefor. It is only a few 
months ago a line of Roach’s steamers ply- 
ing between New York and Rio Janeiro, to 
which the Emperor of Brazil paid large 
monthly subsidies, was withdrawn. They 
lost money every trip. The reason was they 
had to run to Rio in ballast to get a 
cargo of coffee and other products. They 
could not charge enough on the return cargo 
to pay for the round trip and compete with 
sailing vessels and foreign steamers. None 
of the protected manufacteres of this coun- 
try could be sold at a profit in the Brazil 
markets. They were met at Rio by the free- 
trade goods of England, carried there on 
free-trade steamers, which were offered to 
the Brazil merchants at one-half to two- 
thirds the price asked for the dear goods of 
this country fabricated under our high pro 
tective tariff. Hence the goods made in 
Pennsylvania and New England ceuld 
only be sold there at a ruinous loss. 
Roach found his steamers protected to death. 
The only American product which they 
cound find a market for at Rio on equal 
terms with the British was American gold, 
of which we send to Brazil 40 millions a 
year, as Mr. Blaine says, either in solid coin 
or gold drafts on London. The Brazilians 
take the 40 millions of gold we pay them for 
coffee and other tropical productions and pur- 
chase British and French manufactures with 
it. They get as much European goods for 
the 40 millions as our highly protected manu- 
facturers would tharge 60 millions for; con- 
sequently they buy no manufactures from 
this country. Hence Roach’s steamers had 
no cargoes from New York to Brazil. He is 
now asking Congress to vote enough subsi- 
dies out of the Treasury to defray the cost of 


„running his steamers in ballast to Rio, when 


they go there for coffee. Mr. Blaine refers 
to some “commodities” that might be sold 
to Brazil if we sent steamers to Rio to bring 
the Brazil merchants to our stores. Pray, 
what commodities? What things do our 
protected manufacturers make cheaper for 
the Brazil market than do the unprotected 
British manufacturers? 

The trouble is not in the want of steamers, 
Mr. Blainé, but in the high price of the 
goods which the protected Eastern States 
fabricate. Add to the cost of British goods 
the 40 to 80 per cent of tariff protection plus 
the expense of transportation from Europe 
to New York, and then you have the price of 
New England, New Jersef, and Pennsyl- 
vania manufactures. How many pf these 
goods and wares does any one suppose could 
be sold in Brazil, even if carried there 
freight free?

Nine-tenths of the responsible manufactur- 


ers do not want any more, and they know in 
their hearts that agitation of the subject is 
foolish and dangerous. Comparatively few 
beneficiaries of tte tariff dutside of Pennsy!- 
vania are willing to link their interests to the 
cause of free rum and tobacco. New En- 
gland will not touch that plank of the more- 
tariff movement; and it is difficult to see 
how any candid men who is not blinded to 
his duty by his pegsonal interests can ad vo- 
cate the abolition of those internal-revenue 
taxes. Thus far the more-tariff conventions 
have succeeded only in spreading dissension 
and dismay among rational tariff men.

THE SPECULATION IN BUTTER. 

The discussions in the National Butter and 
Cheese Convention at Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
brought these facts into notice: 

First—That the area of datry production has 
vastly increased of late pears. Thousands of 
grain-growing farms in Ohio, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Lilinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and other of 
the Northern and Western States, have been 
converted wholly or in part into dairy farms, 
while the production in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New England, and all the old dairy 
States is larger than ever before. 

Second—The exportations of butter for the 
six months ended Oct. $1, 1881, fell off one- 
half as compared with the same six months in 
the previous year. The figures were: 


Six months ended Oct. 31, 1880 
Six months ended Oct. 31, 1881 
Decrease in six months. 12,375,808 
Third—The production of counterfeit but- 
ter and mixed, cut, and compounded sub- 
stitutes for pure butter, known as “but- 
terine,” oleomargarine. etc., has grown 
prodigiously. 
Supposing these statements to be true— 
and they are irrefutable—what would be the 
natural inference to be drawn from them? 


Why, unquestionably that the market for 


pure butter has been demoralized ; that prices 
have been steadily tending downward; that 
dairymen have realized smal! profits, and the 
public been in the enjoyment of the best 
products of the dairy at low cost. But every 
housekeeper knows that the reverse of all 
this Is true. Prices are abnormally high and 
going higher. They have been shoved up 
five cents a pound for the best grades of 
creamery within a week. Elgin butter sold 
at the factory sales on the ground last Tues- 
day for cents, and it is retailed in this city 
for 48 cents. The diminution of exports one- 
half, the extension of the area of produc- 
tion, and the development of counter- 
feiting on a large scale have not together 
availed to keep prices where they were six 
months ago, much less to reduce them below 
that point, as might be supposed from the 
complaints of the dairymen. The general 
public would have been very grateful to the 
gentlemen assembled at Cedar Rapids if they 
had explained the cause for the great rise of 
prices since August. 

Of course it will be said that the great 
drouth of the late summer and early fall is 
the main cause of the advance. And we are 
aware that this is to a certain extent a true 
explanation of the fact. But it is not a suffi- 
cient explanation. It does not account for 
all of the advance in the face Of those strong 
reasons for a decline. There is another 
influence at work which is responsible 
for part of it. The speculation in butter on 
the part of farmers and private manufact- 
urers has kept immense quantities of it out 
of the market. Millions of pounds are still 
in first hands. The creameries may not all 
have engaged in this speculation, as they deal 
in a fancy article, which goes off readily at 
first prices, but they are the gainers by the 
reservatious of the makers of dairy-butter; 
and even at the creameries it will be found 
that prices are stiff, for the reason that deal- 
ers expect them to go still higher. 

How far the expectation is well founded 
time will shaw. It will probably appear that 
the thing has been overdone. The shrewd 
makers of creamery and dairy have dis- 
counted the market a long way ahead. They 
may have to take a lesson in political econ- 
omy as sharp and severe as that lately ap- 
pointed to the growers of and dealers in 
grain. : 

The National Convention has nothing to do 
with prices, and could not regulate or pre- 
vent speculation if it were disposed to do so. 
Its objects are every way worthy, and Tue 
TRIBUNE rejoices to see that so large a body 
has gathered in the West to discuss the dairy 
interests. The convention has by no means 
exaggerated the importance of these inter- 
ests. There is no more inviting field for the 
farmer in parts of the Middle Western States 
—none which promises larger and steadier 
returns for the investment—than dairy farm- 
ing. But it may be well for the dairymen 
who have privately put their stakes on a 
great rise in prices this winter to keep a 
keen eye on the market reports for the next 
three months. Byso dome they may hear of 
something to their advantage; or, if not, of 
something to the advantage of others who 
buy from them. 

Tur St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
New York Herald telegraphs that paper 
that Count Ignatieff, Prime Minister of the 
Czar, has tendered his resignation. If the 
news be true the event is one of more than 
ordinary significance. Gen. Melikoff, his 
predecessor, resigned because the Czar, after 
indicating his intention to adopt a more lib- 
eral policy, abanaoned it and went back to a 
policy ot absolutism even more pronounced 
than that of his father. Count Ignatieff suc- 
ceeded him and made a strong effort to carry 
out the Czar’s policy. If he has resigned 
one of two motives must have prompted him 
to take the step—either he has realized that 
it 1s hopeless to resist the constantly growing 
demands for popular representation, or he 
finds that the policy of the Czar has aroused 
Nihilism to such renewed activity that he is 
afraid to go on with the work. Now that 
Melikoff has retired and lgnatieff has fol- 
lowed him, the two greatest statesmen in 
Russia, it will be a matter of some interest 
what noble Russian comes next to challenge 
the Nibilistic cheer.

CHANGES OF VENUE. 

There is no necessity for changes of venue 
in eriminal cases in this State, and the rule 
under which they are allowed in Llinois 
ought to be abolished: 

First—Because the Judge has not the power 
to prejudice the cause of the defendant if he 
would; and 

Secondly—He would not if he could, while 
his action is subject to review by a higher 
court, 

Change of venue is not now allowed in any 
of the New England States, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, Louisiana, Oregon, 
South Carolina, or Kentucky. In New York 
and other States it is solely within the dis- 
cretion of the Supreme Court or some other 
court of superior jurisdiction. In Ohio the 
discretion rests with the Common Pleas 
Judge. In most of the States the application 
for à change of venue is said to be ad- 
dressed to the judicial discretion, and the 
matter is not deemed one pertaining to strict 
right.“ IIlinois and Arkansas are about the 
only States which make a change of venue 
peremptory, and direct that the Court shall 
award a change when the application is 
made in the mode and for the causes set out 
in the statute.“ 

The IIlinois statute concerning changes of 
venue is sixty years old, and was never 


|) amendec until last winter, when the num- 


ber of Judges from which a change might be 
taken in one county was limited to two. 
Previous to that time the defendant in a 
criminal cause actually had the privilege of 
pieking the Judge by changing the venue 
from all the unprejudiced Judges by making 
unscrupulous affidavits, and getting his 
case before the only Judge supposed to be 
prejudiced in his favor. Notable instances 
of this scandalous practice are fresh in the 
recollection of the people of Cook County. 
The whole practice of peremptory change of 
venue as it exists in Illinois is a wrong upon 
the people, and rests upon no respectable 
authority outside usage in this State. It 
was an original discovery of our Supreme 
Court many years ago, and has been often 
reaffirmed by that court, put by no other of 
any account. It is a literal construction of 
a blundering statute in favor of the criminal, 

In England. change of venue,” gays 
Bishop, “is strictly limited to cases in which 
without it there cannot bea fair trial; the 
authority is exercised with great caution and 
only in extreme cases.” 

Since the Judge cannot show prejudice 
against the defendant without putting error 
in his record and inviting reversal by the 
higher court, there would seem to be every 
reason why this procedure, especially when 
itis made peremptory, as in the antiquated 
statute of Illinois, should be abolished.

BuRDETTE, the Iowa wag and humorist, 
frankly confesses that he is unabie to see any- 
thing to laugh at in the Guiteau case.

world kneeling about an open coffin; nations 
beyond the seas calling out their sympathy to 
the stricken Republic, and washing our tears 
away with their own—was ever sorrow like this? 
Was ever agony like bis or grief like ours?

Terese Havre, Ind., Dec. .—During the morn- 
ing and afternoon the attention of the court 
was confined to the consideration of the case of 
Brother Silas E. Sawyer, of Michigan, who was 
expelled on account of bis bankruptcy and sub- 
sequent refusal or inability to pay a note of 
$500. The record was a voluminous one, and it 
was apparent that the brother had been made 
the victim of erroneous rulings and snap judg- 
ment. The court, by a vote of teu to nine, re- 
versed the judgment of the conference, and 
thereby restored the brother to full connection. 
On the question of remanding the case 
to the conference for a new trial, the vote stood 
9 to 10. Brother Read, who prosecuted on bo- 
baif uf the Church, was 
VERY MUCH CHAGRINED AT THE RESULT 
of the hearing, and on the reassembling of the 
courtin the evening he asked the Bishopif a 
notice of exception to the finding by the court 
were now filed would it operate to contioue 
Brother Warner in a state of expulsion until 
the next conference. The Bishop replied that 
there had been no exceptions to any of the rul- 
ings. in fact, there had been no rulings whatever. 
and, in the absence of such, he did not see how 
any exception could now be taken. The full 
record of the hearing of the appeal and the 
finding of the court would be made up and sent 
to the Secretary of the Geueral Conference tor 
review if necessary. The action of the court in 
reversing the judgment of the conference has 
restored Brother Warner to full connection. 
Brother Biades and his client, Warner, were 
highly rejoiced over the result, and the latter 
said he would go back to Michigan with re- 
newed courage to again engage upon the work 
of the Master. 

Owing to the absence of the records and coun- 
selon dehalf of the conference in the case of 
Brother Meredith, who was suspended for im- 
moral conduct, Bishop Merrill, on calling the 
conference to order, announced that 

THE THOMAS CASE 

would come next in order for the settlement of 
the preliminary question of the admission of the 
appeal. The case was then formaily called by 
the Bishop, and the counsel on each side au- 
nounced themselves. The Bishop then an- 
nounced that the question to be decided was: 
Shall the appeal from the Rock River Confer- 
ence be sustained?’’ 

Dr. Bennett, on behalf of the appellant, stated 
that immediately after the verdict of expulsion 
was recorded by the Rock River Conferenee at 
Sycamore his counsel gave notice of appeal to 
the present Judicial Conference. They had com- 
plied with all the forms, and he believed the ap- 
peal should be sustained.

He does not io any event intend 
to abide by the result of the decision which he 
asks of this Judicial Conference, and he does 
preach, marry, baptize, bury the .

The Doctor was very impressive in his reading 
of the protest and piea on its behalf.

A WELL-BRED SNEEB 
wes occasionally discernibie. The court, reo- 
ognizing the importance of the case at bar, 
paid the closest attention to the reading. They 
recognized that the long-expected conflict be- 
tween the advocates of a iiberal theology and 
the rigid ecciesiasticism which, though uawrit - 
ten, has governed the Methodist Church in this 
country ever since the days of Bishop Asbury, 
had arrived. They seemed to feel that in a 
measure the counsel for the appellant would 
endeavor to place the Church on trial 
with a view to compel it to formulate 
a creed to which all its members could 
subscribe, and at the same time prevent a re- 
currence of heresy trials in futere. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the pro- 
test Dr. Gurney took f gripsack a dozen 
volumes of ecclesiastical law reports of Gen- 
eral Con ferences, and, after arr them on 
the desk in front of the Bishop, proceeded to 
read his argument, which would make about 
three columns of THe Triscune. It was filled 
with extracts from the Methodist Episcopal 
Code and citations from 
THE ACTION OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE 
in similar cases as far back as 1848, wen Bishop 
Soul E. who sympathized with the pro-slavery 
wing of the Church. which had organized a sep- 
arate institution, joined the latter body, and yet 
desi red to retain bis connection with the parent 
Chureh. 

DR. GURNEY SAID, 
in support of the objection to the admission of 
the appeal, that the court was charged with the 
duty of determining the right of ap- 
peal, and whether the grounds of appeal 
entitle the appellant to a reversal of judg- 
ment against him or to & new trial, or on 
the other bend to the affirmation of the sen 
tence p by the lower court. It is nok a 
court of irresponsibie power. It is constituted 
by the law laid down in the Discipline andis 
limited by the law as created by the General 
Conference. The Church does not aim to ex- 
tend its jurisdiction over unwillimg subjects. It 
wants pone who are unwilling to submit to its 
laws and authority. It nas no jurisdiction over 
those who are not members of it. Judge Henry 
and Bishop Henry say that the test of jurisdic- 
tion is membership.” The right to try an of- 
fender is limited to such members as are in full 
connection with the Chureh. A provationer 
cannot be tried by the Church, never having 
entered into the covenant relaticn, never hav- 
ing assumed the duties of membership. The 
judicial conference bas no right to bearan ap- 
peal, unless the same has been taken by a 
preacher in full connection with the conference. 
A non-member cannot in the Metbodist courts 
commence proceedings against a member. Ifa 
person commits some act in violauon of his 
Church covenant, and then tries to shield nim- 
self by withdrawal from the Church, tbe witb- 
drawal may be ignored, and the Church bold on 
to its jurisdicuon. Dr. Gurney then quotes 
largely from the proceedings of the General 
Conference of 1848, showing that that body re- 
fused to exercise any jurisdiction over Bishop 
Soule,who had seceded and joined the Metbodist 
Episcopal Chureh South.

The Troubles of Danford, the Kansas 
Financier. 
Special Dispatch to Tne ricago ‘tribune, 

Wicurta, Kas., Dec. 1.—J. 8. Daaford, the de- 
faulting ba nker of Caldwell, Kas., and Hunne- 
well, Kas., with the cashier, were arrested here 
by the Sheriff of this county on Saturday even- 
ing last. Failing to obtain a writ of habeas 
corpus of our court, Dantord and bis companion 
remained in custody over Sunday in this city. 
On Monday morning, with their counsel, they 
left fur Winfield, in Cowley County, to obtain a 
writ from Judge Lorrenves On their way to 
Winfield, at Mulvane, they were inter- 
cepted by Sheriff Thralks, of Sumner 
County, with a posse, who took charge 
of the party and conveyed them to 
Wellington. Inthe meantime the excitement 
at Caldwell among the depusitors and citizens 
became intense. On Monday evening Dauford 
and Smith, bis cashier, were cxamined before a 
magistrate and held to appear at the next term 
of the District Court, the bunds being placed at 
$25,000 each. On Tuesday morning 150 armed 
men from Caldwell forcibly took Smith and 
Daoford from Wellmgton, and, resisting all at- 
tempts by the Sheriff and his posse to prevent, 
cou veyed them to Caldwell. Many threats were 
wade by the mob that Danford 
and Smith must disguorge or stretch 
hemp. They have since been neld by tne mob 
under a strong guard. The Saeritt and bis aids 
are unable to cope witb the mob, and have left 
Danford and Swith to their fate. An examina- 
tion of the safe in the Caldwell Bank disclosed 
only atew nickels. At this time Dantord is 
supposed to own a controlling interest in five 
baoks—at Osage City, Carbondale, Hunneweil, 
Lyndon, and Caldwell. All suspended at the 
time of the failure at Caldwell. The mob is a 
dangerous oue, being composed of cow- 
boys and ranchmen. On Wednesday. the 
mob led Dantord and Smith upon the prairie 
and threatened them with inatunt death unless 
they disgorwed. Under the threat then made 
Dantord and Smith gave up to the mob some 
$0,000, and made arrangements which some- 
what allayed their fury, but at this date are still 
prisoners. What the outcome will be noone 
can tell. Dantord came to Kansas in 166%, and 
has always been supposed to be immensety 
wealthy. but bis property was badly scattered. 
He was the tdunder of the Eidera Bank, 
which failed soon after its estaviish- 
ment. and its President, W. Gossard, 
was shot dead by a defrauded desperado. Dan- 
tord was also one of the founders of the First 
National Bank of Wichita, which soon failed, 
and its President, J. C. Fraker, was sent to the 
Kansas prison. Immediately after the failure 
at Caldwell it was discovered that all the cul- 
lateral and securities had been sent to Newton, 
Kus., and that Danford had previously trans- 
ferred ali of bis real estate to a friend lu Em- 
poria, Kas. 


Stormy Meeting of Shareholders of the 
Ontario Bank.

tion to be made for a reduction of capital. This 
motion will be discussed tomorrow afternogn, 
to which time the meeting was adjourned.

Prince Albert Memorial—The Group of Statuary 
Representing America.

Lorpox, Eug., Nov. 5.—Having introduced 
you within the British Museum fn my last cor- 
respondenice, it may be of interest to glance at 
some of the principal treasures of this wonder- 


| ful collection; but, with its immense galleries 


of antiquities, and natural history, its library of 
1,750,000 volumes, its bronze, Etruscan, and vase 
rooms, and vast saleons and hulls, where all is 
so bewildering, it u diflicuit to make a seiec- 
tion. 
IN THE ASSYRIAN GALLERY 
we are surrounded by monuments and sculpt- 
tures from the palaces of Nineveh; and here 
history unrolis before us, in characteristic illus- 
trations on bas-reliefe and in inscriptions, as 
clearly defined as if executed today, the 
events of the times when the Assyrian Em- 
pire was in ail its giory and Egypt 
boasted of its highest civilization. Ev. 
dences of the perfection of art at those 
periods—bearing such a marked difference from 
that of any other school ia the world—abound 
bere on every hand. There are colossal statues 
sculptured with a delicacy impossible to excel; 
fragments of richly-ornamented walls from the 
palaces of Sardanapalus, Sennacherib, and other 
Kings; obelisks and bas-reliefs recording events 
during tne reign of Jehu of the House of 
Omri’; and a worid of other antiquities from 
Assyria: while Exypt confronts us with its sur- 
cophagi, and statues of its Kings and deities; 
monuments of the time, of Taotmes III., Ra- 
meses the Great, and others; its mummies; its 
vases—some of aragonite, and inscribed with the 
names of Kings; its weapons of war, and, in 
fact, implements of every description. 
TUE MUMMIES 
arrest us with singular fascination. Some are 
partly unrolled, to show the method of wrap- 
ping; others are decked of witb gilt and paint, 
pictures and hieroglyphics, etc.; while many are 
in splendid cases, one ot which I noticed was 
thut of * Pafuachys, Auditor of the Royal Pal- 
ace. There are also mummies of dogs, bulls, 
jackals, snakes, and other sacred aoimais—the 
snakes being repulsive in the extreme, coiled 
up like cakes in their bandages. There are fin- 
gers igcased in silver, and bodies covered with 
pitch; other are wrapped in linen of different 
hues, sometimes embossed and giided—all of 
which are adorned with mythological embicnis. 
The household furniture, articles of dress; and 
implements of the toilet are extremely interest- 
ing. Here we see a workman's leather apron 
with a pocket; there, tunics, sandals, and bright- 
colored laced boots, paint for the complexion, 
and mirrors with handles, etc., etc. 
THE FAMOUS ROSETTA STONE, 
which isa prominent object in the Egyptian 
collection must not be passed by unnoticed. 
This, as is generally known, was dug up by some 
French troops while building Fort St. Julien, in 
Egypt; and afterwards, fatling into the hands 
of the Euglish, it was placed in the British Mu- 
seum, where it is the principal object of inter- 
est even in this world of treasures. In contem- 
plating this mutilated biock of basalt, the im- 
pression entorces itself on the mind that blind 
chance alone could not have unearthed an ob- 
ject by whose instrumentality the history of a 
mighty past was to be revealed, and that a 
Providential guidance had something to do with 
it. The seal department of the Museum is weil 
worthy of inspection. Herethe great seals of 
all of the English Kings are deposited, inciud- 
ing that of Victoria. Among taem I noticed 
that of Oliver Cromwell. The various treaties 
made with foreign nations, aud letters and auto- 
graphs of noted men, are also exhibited in this 
department. 
TIE READING-ROOM 
is an immense circular building, 140 feet wide 
by 106 feet high, and lighted by a dome larger 
than that of St. Peter's at Rome. It is a splen- 
did room, containing 9,000 works of reference 
free to the public, and 60,000 volumes any of 
which can be had by asking. The main library 
is not open to the public, a. permit being re- 
quired in order to gain admission. As 1 before 
stated, this contains 1,750,000 volumes. 
The following day being Sunday, I concluded 
to visit 
THE FOUNDLING HCSPITAL, 
which was established about 500 years ago by a 
Mr. Coram, who left bis fortune for that pur- 
pose. It contains about 300 children, balf boys 
and balf girls, who sing beautifully to the ac- 
compauiment. of the organ bequeathed by 
Huydu to the institution. The whoie service is 
sung by the children, prayers and all. or atdeast 
wito the exception of a very few; and, as their 
sweet voices swelled out in unisou with 
the rich tones of the organ of 
the great musician, Visions of the. village- 
buy, of Hohran as a chorister in St. Stepben's 
arose vividly in my mind. Then Joseph Hayda 
was but 8 years old. At the age of lo he was u 
composer, but then thought, as be afterwards 
remurked laugningly, that “The biacker the 
aper. the tiner the music.” Ine Foundim 
ospital at present is a wealthy institution, an 
is productive of much good—the children re- 
ceiving a good education, titting thera tor tut- 
ure usefulness.

Ou Monday, taking an overground railroad, I 
went to Charing Cross, and from thence to 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, : 
On the way I passed Whiteball Palace (or 
what is left of it), and saw the window from 
which Charies I. stepped onto his scaffvid 
to be bebeaded, while Oliver Cromwell 
stood on the opposit side of the way. I 
also passed the Horse Guards’, the Admiralty, 
the ‘lreusury, and the Indian, Colonial, and 
Foreign Office buildings. The Purliament 
building is very fine; but I noticed the stone 
wus already crumbling, although the structure 
has been erected only about twenty years. The 
spot where Sir Walter Raleigh was beheaded 
was pointed out to me, by the side of Pariia- 
ment House. first entered the building 
through St. Stephen's Hali—a magnilicent room, 
where, from the steps within it, Burke im- 
peached Warren Hastings. The ball contains a 
number of statues of English Kings, among 
whem I noticed those of Charlies I. and II.. Will- 
iam III., and George IV. Leaving the hall we 
pass through a guilery containing magnificent 
frescoes, among which is the funeral of Coaries 
I. and the embarking of the Pilgrim Fathers. 
In another hall there are rumerous statues of 
noted —— them Pitt, Grattan, 
Burke, Fox, Chathum, Walpole, ete.

but, as our especial interest centres bere, I will 
speak of it with greater detail. The central 
hgure of tbis group represents America 
mounted on a bison, charging torvugh a praine 
covered with high, waving krass. On one side, 
the United States is directing tha advance; and, 
on the other, Canada attends them, pressing 
the ruse of Englund to her beart. Other dgures 
represent South America as a hunter and Mex- 
ico awakeuwug from a trance. The figure of 
America is aitired in native costume, holding 
in ber right haud a feathered lance, and on ber 
left arm sbe bears a sbield with the arms of the 
principal divisions of the hemisphere: the cagie 
jor the United States, the lone star for Chill, 
a beaver for Canada, the Svuthbern cross for 
Brazii, and volcanves for Mexica. The tigure of 
North America is crowned with an eagle's 
plume surmounted by a star, which is alse re- 
uted on the point of her sceptre and on the 
rucwlet encirclt ber left arm. in her lett 
band is a wreath of evergreen ouk, and at her 
tot is the indian quiver, nearly empty. Canada 
is uttired in furs, and Wears a crown of mapie- 
leaves adurned with the Maytiower of Nova 
Scotia. l regret that a continuation of the de- 
scription of chi wonderful monument would pro- 
long this letter beyond its limits, and will there- 
fore conclude with a bastg glatve at the tigure of 
South America. There we see un Indian of the 
Spanish type, seated on a rock, and attired in 
cbaracteristic garb—holding iu his right hand 
the short curbine of the country, and in bis left 
aiasso. Near by we see an orchid of the forests 
of Brazil; at his feet. a born, and a blossom of 
the giant-lily of the Amazons.

Now that the season of navigation has virtu- 
ally closed, a tew words regarding the services 
of the United States revenue cutter Aud: Jobn- 
son are not out of place. Much credit is due 
Capt. A. B. Davis, ber commander, and his oh- 
cers for the work performed since her commis- 
sion on the st day of June last. They bave 
earned the good wishes of the shipping com- 
munity for the manner in which they bave per- 
formed both the pleasant and disagrecabie parts 
of their duties; for the gentiemaniy manner in 
which they bave met the delinquents, and the 
promptness and energy with which they have 
assisted the unfortunate. Owing to the absence 
of the Fessenden (repairing), the cruising ground 
of the Johnson covered also that vessel's dis- 
trict for the season. During the past two 
months. Capt. Davis tas kept his ves- 
sel to the northward, between Manitowve 
and the Manitous,in bopes of being able to 
assist more vesseis in distress than her record 
shows; but one craft cannot be at all scenes of 
disaster, and the amount of assistance rendered 
is, notwithstanding, very creditable. His years 
of experience on the Atiantic and Pacific have 
been of great value to Capt. Davis in making 
extensive Observations ou the greut lakes, which 
will be of much benetit to him and to commerce 
in his future work. The following is the sen- 
son's work of the Johnson: Number of miles 
cruised, 8,783; number of vessels boarded and 
examined, and their marine documeuts inspect- 
ed, 86; number of vessels reported for viola- 
tion of law, 113; number of vessels assisted in 
distress, 6; number of lives saved from drowning 
2. During ber cruising, sbe bas also supplied and 
1nspected, with Lieut. Walter Walton, Inspect- 
or, the several life-saving stations of Lake 
Michigan, and assisted commerce in general by 
enforcing the law ip reference to vessels lights.

INCREASE OF THE FORCE ON THE WEST SIDE. 

Heaith-Commissiousr De Wolf yesterday sub- 
divided the West Dirision into four districts, 
and appointed threv' new Medical Inspoctors. 
This is owing to the at increase of sunitary 
work in that division of the city, which, like the 
other two divisions, has hitherto beeu looked 
after by one Inspector only. The design 
is to protect the seuthwest poruon 
of the city as far as practicabie from the in- 
roads of small-pox.

He will be ulred to take the sole 
charge and responsibility of small-pox in 
the district and superintend the vaccina- 
tion. He will see that all persons living in 


infected houses — notified in writing to re- 


main indoors. Athy person disobcying this order 
will be immediately arrested on warrant. lle 
will see that all funerals of persons dead from 
smali-pox are properly conducted, and all 
houses requiring it properly fumigated. Specific 
directions for this service will be given from the 
Health Office. He will make with the sanitary 
officers accompanying him a metbodical visit to 
each house in sueh portions of his district as he 
judges most necussary, and vaccinate all per- 
sons requiring the service. He will keep a rec- 
ord of euch house visited, and each person vac- 
cinated, and all persons refusing vaccination 
— — or their families will be pross- 
cuced, 

Medical officers will report personally each 
morning at 9 o'clock at the Health Office for in- 
structions, and about 12 o’clock of each day by 
telephone from their district.

Stone, Bronze, and Irou Ages. 
Pati Mall Gazette. 

Préhistoric arvbevlugy advances rapidly. It 
is not so very long ago since Worsaac 8s epoch- 
making book first tirmiy established the 
primitive division of the early human past into 
the three ages of stone, of bronze, and of iron. 
Then came the discoveries of Muucher do 
Perthes and others, systematized by Lyell, 
which resulted in the recogjition of that sull 
earlier stone period described by Sir Joun 
Lubbock us paicvlitbic. Since tbat date the 
archeviogists of France aud England have 
ndvanced to a regular classification in order of 
time of the vast heterugencous collection of 
human remains belonging to the cider sione 
age; but the result of their rescarcbes bave 
hardly yet obtuined suthetent geueral recogni- 
tion outside the restricted scientific circic.

ate. The so-called stone ave is made to extend 
over au enormous lapse of time, and to include 
purtions of the geological tertiary period, the 
Whole of the quatervary,and part of the re- 
Cent; while the small remaimdervf the recent 
period is banded over to the bronze and iron 
ages. This scheme is almost as absurd as a di- 
vision 01 „ history into the Vietoriau, the 
Georgian, the pre-Geurgian epochs, the 
last-uamed ~ subdivided once more 
into the Anglo-Saxon and Elizabethan periods. 
French archeologisis huve fur more correctly 
recoguized six main divisions of prehistoric 
time, the first five being equivalent to what we 
ordinarilyjdescribe as the puicuiitnic aye, and the 
sixth comprising the nevlitbic, brouze, and jroun 
ages, or thé recent period of geologists. It 
is only by such a stricter and more chro- 
jcally accurate subdiyjsiou that we can prop- 
erly appreciate the great sluwness of Duman 
evoluuon iu its earlier stages. and the vast lapse 
of ae covered by the so-culled puleolitbic

The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger yesterday, with a fair volume of trad- 
ing. The British markets were firmer on bread- 
stuffs, as might bave been expected from 
Wednesday’s firmness here, though the quantity 
on passage is reported to be very much larger 
than a week ago; they reported little 
change in hog product. The weather 
in the West is again adverse to 
a free movement of grain, and our 
strength seems to be largely due to the fear 
that some one will take advantage of that fact 
to corner the markets. The morning's deliver- 
ies on December contracts were rather smail in 
wheat, and large otherwise. Mess pork closed 
100 higher, at about $17.25 for new selier Decem- 
ber and $17.50@17.52% for January. Lard closed 
2c higher, at $11.20@11.25 for new seller De- 
cember and $11.3744@11.40 for January. Short 
ribs closed 10c higher, at $9.12%@9.15 seller Feb- 
ruary. Wheat closed Id lke bigher, at BI & 
Lan for December and $1.27%@1.27K for Jan- 
uary. Corn closed le higher, at Ane 
for December and 65%@t5%c May. Oats 
closed & @Xe higher, at Ne for December, 
44%@UKe for January, and 46%@46\e for May. 
Rye closed le higher, at ne for Decem- 
unchanged. at $1.02 nominally for cash No. 2, 
$1.02% for December, and doe cash for No. 32. 
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Hogs were steady, closing firm at $5.60@6.06 
for light and $5.60@6.40 for heavy. Cattle were 
without change. Sales were at $1.75@6.35. 

In the market for staple and fancy groceries 
there was just a tair movement. The general 
demand, however, is now much better than a 
fortnight ago, and the tenor of prices is firmer. 
Dry goods were moving in a moderate way at 
firm and steady rates. Boots and shoes, cloth- 
ing, and millinery goods remain dull, as is to be 


expected at this stage of the season. No chauges 


of momeut were developed in the market for 
domestic and foreign dried fruits. Prices were 
generally steady. Fish sajd to a fair aggregate 
at sustained prices. In dairy products the 
movement continues slow, with prices weak and 
unsettled for everything except oboice grades. 
Oils were fairly active and averaged firm. Coal 
was again dull. Pig-iron was in good request 
and remained strong. 

Hay was only fairly active, the trade being 
mostly confined to local dealers. and prices declin- 
ing SOc from those of Wednesday. Broom-corn 
was very active and firm at quotations. Green 
fruits Here generally dull, more especially ap- 
pies, which have been seriously affected by the 
recent dampness. Hides were reported quiet at 
quotations. Grease and tailow are inactive, 
prices being irregular, making our quotations 
little better than nominal. Potatoes are steady, 
the trade being principaliy from store. Wool 
is steady and unchanged in price. In seeds 
timothy was higher, prime being quotable at 

450@2.52%. Clover seed was steady at $5.15@ 
5.20 for prime, and flaxseed sold at $1.454@1.46. 
Whisky was steady and unchanged. 

Through freights to Europe were weak yester- 
day at 28c asked per 100 los of grain to Liver- 
pool and ie asked to Glasgow, with no room 
wanted at the prices.

THE DISTANT FUTURE OF WHEAT. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

New TORX, Nov. 29.—In the milling and grain 
trade papers of both this country and Europe 
there bas been a good deal of discussion since 
the last barvest relative to the extent of the 
wheat surplus probably available from the va- 
rious countries during the current cereal year 
ending Aug. 31, 188, and also in regard to the 
foreign wants of the importing countries during 
the same period; and while any further discus- 


.Siou Of these questions at the present time may 


not have any profitabie bearing upon the more 
immediate future of the markets, it cer- 
tainly does have a most important bearing upon 
they more distant future—say next win- 
tey and spring, as it did earlier in 
the season, when it led that growth 
of opinion which gave us the late high prices. 
In connection with these questions relating to 
surplus and deficiencies, itis but proper to re- 
mark that the much later and fuller informa- 
tion to hand since my estimates of last Septem- 
ber render a detailed revision of them neces- 
sary, although for that matter a revision of such 
estimates is, in the very nature of the case, es- 
sential in every month of the year. Below will 
be fouud my revised estimate, and set opposit 
are similar estimates made by I. E. Beerbohm’s 
Evening Corn Trade List, London, and by the 
Bulletin des Halles, Paris. We give them in mill

It is only proper to state that Mr. Beerbohm’s 
table bas subsequently received some revision 
in the editorial columns of the List, such as 
crediting India with the larger sup lies which 
later advices thence seemed tu require, and aiso 
for the yng of Russian exports assuming 
a larger bulk than bad originally been eaii- 
mated, although it is at the same time remarked 
by him that the later reports from America 
indicated a rather smalier supply from that 
quarter than bad previously been allowed. lu 
the main, however, the Beerbohm List adheres 
to its original estimates as regurds the 
totals, and, considering the early date 
which they were given to the pub- 
lie, it may fairly be said that 
its estimates were prepared with singulariy 
good foresight. in the preparation of my esti- 
nates, as given above, some allowance has been 
made for the great pientifulness and cheapness 
of potatoes iu the principal wheat-consuming 
countries of Western Europe, that esculent being 
so cheap as to admit of imports from Germany 
into England on the basis of from two to four 
shillings sterling per cwt in London, or say from 
28% to 50 per American bu of 60 lbs, and 
sbipments tothis country from both England 
and Germany are now said to be in progress. 

With regard to the reliability of all such 
statistical data as is contained in the foregoing 
tables, a few words before proceeding further 
may not be out of place, for it may ve saki that 
they are at the very best, as I bave said in 
former letters, merely probable approximations 
—a series of guesses—and the totais,consequent- 
ly, the resuit of a compound guess. In the 
nature Of the case, this cannot well be othér- 
wise, for in addition to the great unreliability of 
estimates of the extent of the crops barvested 
months ago, there is the still greater un- 
certainty respecting those to be harvested 
in the ensuing winter and late 
months, such as the crops of 
the Australian colonies, Egypt, and British In- 
dia, and from which, in the te, a very 
considerable portion of the foreign supplies of 
Western Europe during the last four months of 
the cereal year are usually derived. There are, 
however, some data entering into these esti- 
mates of supplies and wants that are tangibie, 
and in the main reliable, and which in reality 
constitute the principal foundation upon which 
the tables are constructed. data are the 
exports and imports in the preceding year, and 
the general knowledge we have in regard 
the extent of supplies 1 
that year as compared

It is to 
be observed, morevover, that, owimg to a defi- 
ciency this yeurin the crops of several of the 
more northerly countries of Europe, they have 
become importers of wheat, instead of export- 
ers. as customary, Sweden and Norway having 
alreudy been free buyers at the German- Baltic 
ports, and a clearance for Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, is occasionally to be noted from this port. 

We have now to turn our attention for a few 
moments to the estimated surpluses of the ex- 
porting countries. 

PROBABLE EXPORTABLE SURPLUS 

of the United States and Canada for the current 
cereal year is a question that has been very ex- 
tensively agitated since barvest, both at home 
and abroad, and is one about which there seems 
to be greater diversity of opinion than upon 
almost any other that occupies the general at- 
tention of the trade. . It will be seen from the 
tabies, however, that there is no difference be- 
tween the estimates of our surplus by 
Mr. Beerbohm aad the writer, but that 
there is a very wide difference ween 
the figures of the Bulletin des Halies and 
those in the other tables, the former 
being over 20,000,000 bu greater than my esti- 
mate, and according to all official statistical data 
is altowether too bigh. From what may be con- 
sidered a fair commercial view of this all-im- 
portant question, the estimates given in all of 
the tabies are too high, as forexample: The 
Government returns the crop of 1880 at 498,500,- 
i bu, and the yield for the present year ut 
about 20 per cent, or 100,000,000 bu, lesa. Of this 
deticiency vot more 10,000, 0% bu can be charged 
to the States on the Pacific coast, thus leay- 
ing 90,000,000 bu shortage in the regions east of 
the Rocky Mountains and tributary to the At- 
lantic seaboard. For the cereal year ended Aug. 
$1, 1881, the reports from all United States ports 
were some 166,000,000 bu, of which not more than 
135,000,000 was shipped from our Atlantic ports, 
the exports from themin July and August of 
lust year baving been comparatively small. 
while those from Pacitic ports during the same 
months were comparatively large. Leaving out 
of calculation for the moment, therefore, the 
question of reserves of old grain carried over 
from the previous year, the statistical situation 
for the Atlantic seaboard for tne present year 
may be stated thus:

In consequence of the great destruction of ail 
kinds of vegetable food and root crops by 
drouth last summer and fall, and which of po- 
tatoes alone is computed by the Government at 
60,000,000 bu, there can be little doubt but that 
the per capita consymption of wheat in this 
country will considerably greater 
this year than for many years past; 
and if it be assumed that the present higher 
range of wheat prices will this year draw out 
10,000,000 bu of old grain from farmers’ hands in 
all the region east of the Rocky Mountains, the 
estimate would? under the circumstances, be 
very liberal. ‘This quantity, added to the above 
apparent surplus of 445,900,000 bu, would give the 
Atlantie portg an exportable surplus this cereal 
year of ouly 55,000,000 bu, provided no more 1882 
wheat is sent from them next July and August 
than was shipped out of them last July and Au- 
gust from the crop of the present year. Thus

have been at the unparelleled hich average rate 
of some 700,000 bu weekly, and were this high rate 
of export to be kept up throughout the year her 
exports would reach 36,500,000 bu. if 6,500,000 
bu be allowed as the export from Oregon, the 
total from the Pacific parts would be 43,000, 
and this, added to the 55,000,000 allotted to the 
Atlantic ports, would give a total of 98,000,000 
bu for the whole country. Add to this quantity 
4,000,000 bu net for Canada, and we have a 
total of 102,000,000 bu for the United States 
and Canada. In my table, as above printed, 
the total exports for these two countries is 
placed at 104.000.000 bu, but personally I very 
muth doubt if these figures will be reached, for, 
as will have been seen, they depend upon 10,- 
000,000 bu of old wheat being drawn from our 
reserves east of the Rocky Mountains and 
upon the extraordinarily high average rate of 
weekly exports from California since Juty 1 last 
being maintained throughout the cereal year. 
It is also to be borne in mind that the estimate 
for the United States rests upou the assumption 
that the 1881 crop wagonly 100,000,000 bu short of 
that of the previous year, whereas there are 
many weil-intormed people in the trade who be- 
lieve it was Considerably more than that quan- 
tity. ; 

With regard to the probable exports of Rus- 
sia, | bave from the start been disposed to bold 
moderate views, believing that the crop of that 
country had in some respects been very gener- 
ally overestimated, and knowing besides that 
their reserves of old grain, both of wheat and 
rye, bad been substantially exhausted. I place 
the export of Kussia and from the regions trib- 
utary to the Danube at 64,000,000 bu, as the 
quantity from the latter source wiN this season 
be smali. This is 10,000,000 bu below the mean 
of the other estimates given. Last year Russia 
exported 24,000,000 bu. 

aking Austria, Hungary, and Egypt together, 
there is no material difference in the tables. 

With regard to the supplies likely to be ob- 
tained from tbe Australasian Colonies, Chili, 
and Gritish India, ix will be noticed that my 
estimates aggregate 10,000,000 bu more than 
those of the Leerbuhm Liat, and nearly 22,000,000 
more than those of the Bulletin des Halles. But 
as has previously been remarked, Mr. Beerbohm 
has in subsequent reviews raised nis figures for 
India, and they now stand rather higher than 
mine.

Australasian Colonies 
ably prove too bigh, cultivated 
to wheat there having in the past two years been 
greatiy extended. Last year the crop there was 
a low average acreable yield, notably so in the 
Colony of South Australia, where the area sown 
18 greater than in any of the others, and where 
last year the yield was excessively small, aver- 
aging only 4.96 bu to the acre. 

Chili is credited with 4,000,000 bu surplus, 
which, in view of the war lately going on be- 
tween that country and Peru, and presumably 
reduced production in consequence, is very 
likely putting the fticures bigh enough. 

For “all other countries,” an export of 4,000,- 

000 bu, as estimated, is thought to be reasona- 
bie. 
In a rough way the foregoing summarizes the 
wheat situation of the world for the current 
ceréal year so far as appears practicabie at the 
present time to estimate probable surpluses and 
deticiencies for that year. The apparent de- 
ficiency of the former from the latter, as esti- 
mated in the several tables, is as follows:

THE PENSION FRAUDS. 


Incongruities of the Present System— 
Congressmen Who Were Unton Soldiers 
Preparing to Demand Keform. 

Dispatch to New York Nord. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Noy. 28,—It is known that 
among the members of Congress who will prom- 
inently attack the pension frauds are some who 
were distinguished soldiers in the War for the 

Union. The statement is going the rounds of 

the press that the widow of Abraham Lincoln 

igs really in straitened circumstances, and, 
whether or not this is true, the fact remains that 


‘the pension allowed ber by the Government 


amounts to but $3,000 a year. The name of 
Abraham Lincoln is linked with the most im- 
portant events in the history of the country, 
and this is the pension gived to his widow while 
$120,000,000 are asked for pensions! What ac- 
tion will be taken by Congress in relation to 
Mrs. Garfield is not known; but private gener- 
osity has placed her beyond the need of Gov- 
ernment kindness, or rather of this form of 
public respect. We all know that ex-President 
Monroe died a pauper, and that several ex-Pres- 
idents bave died poor. But $120,000,000 a year is 
now asked for pensions, so that these biots on 
our story have not been caused by American 
ideas of economy in such expenditures. 

There is another notable instance. The He- 
public once had a President who entered the 
army of the United States in 1808. At 28 he dis- 
tinguished himself by bis defense of Fort Harri- 
son in 1812. He served in the Black-Hawk War 
of 188, and a few years later in the Seminole 
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ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


Its Fire Risks and Their Remedi 
Prof. Henry Morton in the Sanitary Engincef. 
Some very lamentable accidents have strongly 
directed public atteution to the question of dan- 
mer possibly accruing to life and property 
through the rapidly increasimg employment of 
electricity as a source of light. and as the actual 
conditions of this danger, like the true proper- 
ties of the agency frum which it may arise, are 


but little known, a brief expianation of some 
, simple facts related to this subject will be at 


this time seasonable and perhaps useful. 


I would propose, then, to treat this subject. 


uuder two general heads—nameiy: 1. The 
sources of danger; 2. The conditions of their 
pre veuuon. or of security. 

The sources of danger in the use of the elec- 
tric light are essentiaily two—from the conduct- 
ing wires and from the electric lamps. 

As long as the electric fluid or electric energy 
is conveyed by a sufficieutly good conductor it is 
perfectly harmless, resembling a river flowing 
in its natural channel, and powerless to rise 
above its banks; it is only when some easier 
channel into surrounding objects is offered or 
some partial obstruction of a ccrtain character 
impedes its regular flow that trouble may arise. 

The conditions of tnese difficulties are, more- 
over, very peculiar. 

Thus, for example, if two electric conducting 
wires forming the outgoing and returning paths 
of a powerful current are placed near each 
other, but are separated by a bad conductor, as, 
for example, when both are tacked on to a 
board partition wall, the current will follow the 
wire from end to end, 
beat in the same, or tendency to leave the con- 
ductor or pass into any adjacent object. if, 
however, between the two conducting wires we 
introduce some imperfect conductor, such’ as a 
small wire, some metallic dust, or a film of 
water containing mineral matter in solution, 
then a portion of the current will be diverted 
into this sbort-cut from wire to wire, and 
may heat the fine wire, or the metallic dust, or 
the wood wetted with the aqueous solution, so 
as to cause the ignidon of intlammabie matter. 

Accidents of this nature have already occur- 
red. Thus a telegraph or telephone wire having 
fallen across one or more of the conductors used 
for street lighting purposes has been fused, or, 
itself escaping, aas caused the fusion of finer 
wires conuected with it. 

Again, two wires beiag the outgoing and re- 
turn circuits of a powerful current pave been 
nailed side by side, without other insulation, on 
the same board of a floor, partition, oreceil : 
and though used safely for a long time, while 
the woodwork was in its normal state, have de- 
veloped a very dangerous activity when the 
wood vetween them was wet with dirty or im- 
pure water. lu that case the water offers a cir- 
cuit through which a cross current is estab- 
lished which first heats the damp wood, then 
chars it, and fiually establishes a series of 
minute ares or electric sparks along this charred 
surface, which would soon develop a contlagra- 
tion if left uncorrected. 

Again, two such wires as above, insecurely 
attached near each other, may be brought into 
momentary contact and then separated, in 
which case an electric arc, with its intense light 
and heat, will be established between them. 
like manner a conducting wire itself may be in- 
securely connected at some point, and if the 
abutting ends are separated siightly during use 
a similar “arc,” with ite intense heat, may be 
there developed. 

These exampies will give a fair idea of the 
dangers arising from the conducting wires, and 
they are manifestly to be guarded against by a 
proper separation and insulation of the wires 
themselves. Of this, bowever, more anon. At 
present I would only further point out that 
there is no risk whateverof any heating or other 
injurious action arising in or from the vonductor 
itself when an adequate one is used, as must be 
the case from motives of economy, since an in- 
adequate conductor would involve ruinous ex- 

nee in the use of the electric curcent. 

Electricity is not to be regarded as a sort of 
fluid tire passing along the conductor; and some 
popular notions on this head are as absurd as 
were similar ones which vrevailed in reference 
to illuminating gas at the time of its first intro- 


duction, and which caused rules to be made io 
some places that no gas- pipe should be allowed 


to come in contact with any woodwork. 

Turoing next to the da re which might be 
expected from the electric lamp, itis to be re- 
marked in the first place that these in the case 
of the arc lights depend much upon the number 


of lamps operated on the same circuit. Thus if 


thirty or forty lamps are operated in series, the 
electro- motive force of current must be 
sufficient to maintain a corresponding number 
of arcs; and, therefore, if by any meaus many 
of these arcs are closed out the electro-motive 
furce of the current available for the remaining 
ones would be so excessive that their arcs might 
become excessively long, ana even the metailic 
carbon boiders and other parts of the lamps con- 
stitute poles between which the are would 
spring, melting the metal work and establishing 
u very dangerous centre of combustion. 

To avoid this ciass of dangers two provisions 
should be made. 

In the first place, some arrangement in the 
lamp itself by which, whenever the arc exceeds 
certain safe limits, the current will be automat- 
ically diverted from it apd carried through a 

and sutlicient conductor; and, in the sec- 
ond place, some apparatus in connection with 
the electric generating machine by which the 


electro-motive force of its current should be 


varied automaticaily in correspondence with the 
resistance of the circuit, 60 that any diminution 
of such resistance, as by the closing out of sev- 


eral afcs, should cause a corresponding diminu- 


tion in the force of the current generated.

ROGUES FALL OUT. 


An Interesting Bit of Underground 
Insurance History. 

A good story is going the roundsof the in- 
surance quarter on La Salle street, which serves 
admirably to illustrate the uncertainties and 
curious complications surrounding the under- 
ground” jiusurance business. It appears that, 
among a host of other institutions which are 
perfectiy willing to collect premiums from Lili- 
nois policyhoiders and yet too mean to pay 
taxes in the State and stand their proportionate 
share of the other burdens imposed, in the 
way of gustaining fire departments, etc., is a 
concern having its home office not over 
a thousand miles from Columbus, O. It has for 
some time past been doing a disreputable “un- 
derground ’ business through a queer firm in 
this city, whose consciousness that they were 
acting illegally is clearly confessed by the ex- 
traordinary precautions they took to prevent the 
Illinois authorities from finding them out, aud 
putting them in the same category with the 
three underground brokers on whom the Au- 
ditor recently got in bis hooks by bringing suit 
aguinst them for repeated violations of the law. 
It was these same extraordinary precautions 
that got them into their present pickie and 
made their existence a burden grievous to be 
borne. in order that there might be

between them, the “underground” company 
they represented, or the insured, not only were 
the policies sent here signed in blank, but the 
too-cautious agents in remitting premiums to 
Ohio did so without taking the company’s re- 
ceipt. The President of the Onio “under- 
ground would run up to Chicago every two or 
three months, call on bis agents, square up mat- 
ters, and go home congratulating bimseif on the 
amount of business be was surreptitiousiy 
taking out of the State and out 
vf the hands of the regulariy-author- 
ized companies, whose rates were not 
of the elastic character of the under grounds 
iu question, and bence offefed no sucù induce- 
ments in the way of * cheup insurance to the 
penny-wise-pound-fooiish individuals who flew 
to the embraces of the cuncern from Onio. 

The thing went on well cnough for a time, 
until, for some reuson or other, the aforesaid 
President, in the expressive pariance of the 
Street, 

“TRIED TO PLAY DIRT” ON THE BOYS, 
at least that is the construction which his erst- 
while agents have put upoo bis recent acts. He 
turned up at the “underground” office in Chi- 
cago one morning not very long ago on 
bis usual errand of settling up matters 
and giving the underground boom a fresh 
start. and the aforesaid dirt-playing was not 
long in coming off. As above stated, no receipts 
had passed between the company and the agents; 
everytbing was conducted oo the verbal plan: 
there were no give-away documents iying 
around jioose on which some outside prowler 
might lay his hands. The President intimated 
that the company sustained the relation of 
creditor to the ugents in question, to the extent 
of a certain goodly amount of premiums not yet 
banded over, and proceeded to tell them just 
bow many policies they bad issued within a 
given time, and to explain otherwise how 
he arrived at the result. The agents 
protested that. they had turned in all the pre- 
miums the company was rigotfully entitled to, 
and that they didu't owe his company a cent. 
The President thereupon coolly requested them 
to produce the company's receipts. The faces 
of those two agents about that time are said to 
have been a perfect blank. They had none. 
Their very caution had caught them between 
the upper and nether milistone. Then that 
President, with more of his imperturbable cool- 
ness, in formed them that unless the amount at 
issue was m by a certain date he 
would cancef the policies in question, 
inform the buiders that the two “ trembiing cul- 
prits before him were not and never had been 
autborized to do busivess for the company, and, 
what is still barder to believe, that he would

and put them inthe same hole now occupied by 
Harris, Pierce, and Johnson. Having delivered 
bimself of this formal notice to pay up or take 
the consequences, the. President put on his hat 
and gloves and bowed himseif out upon the 
street. 

The twoagents are just now halting between 
two opinions, as they have been ever since the 
tyrant’s coat-tails vanished out of the office- 
dvuor--whether to pay what they strenuously 
claim they don’t owe, or not to puy it, and dare 
the Ohio man to do his worst. As a sort of re- 
lief tu the enforced mouotony of kicking them- 
scives tur their folly in not taking the com- 
pany’s receipts, they bave poured their griefs 
into the capacious ears of third parties, and in 
that way the story got out. It is an open secret 
bow, and the Ohio man’s threat to expose them 
if they don’t pay up isn’t so much of a leverage 
us be may imagine. If the Auditor bus any 
curiosity to satisfy on the point, be can learn 
their names trom haif-a-dozen insurance men 
on La Saile street, and the Ohio man’s future 
fulminations will be no more than idle wind. 

Wen rogues tall out, honest men get their 
dues.“ remarked the underwriter who told this 
interesting little bit of “underground” history 
yesterday. “The wicked fice when no man pur- 
sueth, but the righteous (that’s us, you know, 
the agents of regularly-authorized, up-and-ap 
board companies) are bold asa lion. There is a 
peculiar frigidity in the atmosphere when we 
make a mistake.“

In 1379 our State Legislature determined that 
valuauous upon real estate should be fixed for 
four years (by the succeeding assessment of 
May, 1580) and quadrenpially thereatter. At the 
same session the tax-levy upon total assess- 
ments, real and personal, was 
2 per cent. Here, then, is a 
limitation for revenue, which cannot 
remedied except by authority of the 
State. The only possibie addiuon weretois up- 
on improvements that are made from year to 
year, and whicb for the same reason are not of 
impurtunce. 

It is proper in this connection to say that 
levies fur interest upon bonded indebtedness, 
school and library funds, are not included on 
the limitation mentioned, and will not be re- 
ferred to in this paper.

In addition to the above, there have been some 
collections, and may be some slight savings tor 
lesl, but the whole will not amount to over 


5150, 000. 

In the light of these facts, where are we to get 
the money for additional expenditures? We 
cannot oorrow, because the law defines the ex- 
tent of our liabilities. 

You ask: “Why this defect [meaning rev- 
euues] was not foreseen and provided against 
when the appropriations were made in June 
last?” You mistake dates. Annual appropria- 
tions are made in March. This is of no conse- 
quence to the reply. Ihe answer to the question 
will be found in the absolute provisions of law. 
It provides that we cannot levy, a tax in excess 
of 2 per cent upon vaiyations. Foreseemg the 
embarrassmcults (hat re Certaia to follow this 
legisiation, and after our available savings had 
been exhausted a bill was prepared last winter 
and presented to our Legisiature authorizing an 
enlarged license system. The writer went to 
Springtield with the proposed law, secured its 
favorable cousideradon by we ‘Kevenue Com- 
mittee of the House, but us soon as it became 
known that there was a probability that the bill 
would be concurred in the opposition of Uhicago 
citizens defeated the measure, not understand- 
ing, probably, the needs of the city, and the fact 
thut every doliur secured from licenses relieved 
real estate of just so much of the burdens 
of taxation. ‘he Lagisiature did, however, 
authorize a revaluation of real estate, supposing 
that this measure would afford the relief sug- 
gested by the proposed license bill. The m- 
turtune is that the bevevolent intentions of our 
State authorities are without force till May 
next, consequentiy for 182 our tax levy must 
be governed by the vaiuations of 1881.

ATROCITIES IN ASHANTEE, 


Reports in England of the Slaughter 
of Two Hundred Giris. 
Londin Standard. 

The last mail from West Africa brings usa 
borrible story of Ashbantee crueity, which. how- 
ever, awaits confirmation. The present so- 
ereign of that country is the brother of King 
Koffee Kalkalli, with whom in former days we 
bad some unpleasant words aad Sir Garne: 
Wolseley some bard blows. But until bis Majes- 
ty, only a few months ago, began to develop bis 
family tendency to raid on the Fanti Terri- 
tories, and even to threaten Cape Coast Castle, 
so little bad the affairs of Ashantee land troub- 
led the outer world that it came almost asa 
surprise to learn that Koffee had been deposed, 
and that bis brother reigned in his stead. How- 
ever, the astute monarch, when be beurd of the 
reinforcements from Sierra Leone, hastened to 
assure the British Governor that the whole affair 
was a mistake. and chat. so far from ever dream- 
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mg of molesting his good friends, the waite men, 


he was encouraging the missionaries in every 
way. In brief, be was quite a reformed charac- 
ter, and in proot thereof dispatched his golden 


ax to keep company in Windsor with his broth- . 


ers umbrella and the war-club of Tha Kombau, 
of Fiji. Nevertheless, if the woman who has 
escaped from the Asbantee Capital is not teiling 
travelers tales, his Majesty's manners will de- 
cidedly bear improvement. Only recentiy—so 
runs the story—some swiss was required for 
the repair of one of the royal buildings in Coo- 
massie, Now, the “swish’’ used in ordinary 
houses is simply red earth worked up with water 
until it thus acquires a certain degree of tenaci- 
ty. But this vulgar mortar was not suiflicient 
for the King’s purposes. Accordingly be direct- 
ed that 200 young girls be murae bn order that 
blood might be used to moisten the clay vut of 
which the palace walis were to be constructed, 
This ferocious mandate was duly executed, the 
only one of the victims who escaped being the 
refugee who has carried the tale to Cupe Coast 
Castle. 

For the sake of human nature one would fain 
beiieve this atrocious story to be ao invention, 
though, unfortunatels, it is so thoroughly in 
keeping with what we know of Aspantee cus- 
toms, and sv mueh on a par with similar super- 
stitions elsewhere, that we fear there is a large 
element of ‘trutb in it, even sbould it prove to 
be exaggerated in a few minor particulars.

The Hing’s 
Ochras, or buffoons, are slaughtered when ue 
dies, and the King’s stool,” on w is sprin- 
kied a few drops of the blood of every person 
executed, when last seeo was a horrible specta- 
cle. The executioners are men of high ran 
The most trifling offense is pünished by decapi- 
tation, and so familiar is this scene to the res- 
dents in Coomassie that when the little son of 
one of the German missionaries—who were 
freed by King Koffee on the approach of our 
troops—was angry with any ove he would ex- 
claim, “ Your head will fall tomorrow! The 
town resembies a charneil bouse. The of 
skulis and bones beaped up at intervals testif 
to the long continuance of these inhuman prac- 
tices, and even when the army of Sir Garne 
Wolseley entered the piace the putrefy 
bodies, still unburied, filled the air with a aready 
ful stench. 

The story which the Ashantee gir! has brought 
from Coowassie is a terrible example of one of 
those fearful ** survivals which the ethnviogist, 
is daily unearthing. If the King mixes his pal 
ace “ swish” with the blood of 200 virwing be is 
only a nineteenth century representative Of the 
twelve master masons who, when the walls of 
Copenhagen sank as fast as they were bull 
vaulted into them an innocent giri at pluy, 
thus alluyed the wrath of the Northern “ nisser.” 
The Bridge of Arta fell again and again, until 
the workmen walled in the master’s wife, and 
we are told that, in accordance with her dying 
curse, it trembies to this very day. There is 
scarcely a church in Germany or Denmark to 
which some legend does not attach, and in Poly- 
nesia temples are pointed out the foundations 
of which were imbedded in human bodies. Two 
years ago the native quarters of Madras were 
wildly excited over a rumor that the Govern- 
ment was about to sacrifice several victims in 
order to insure the safety of the new harbor 
works, and a few vears earlier the same idea 
so generaily prevailed in Calcutta. when the 
Hoogbly bridge was being constructed, that for 
atime the people dreaded to go a- road after 
dark lest they shuuld be kiddaped. In Gaiam, 
in Africa, a boy and giri used to be buried alive 
before the chief gate of the vity as a fetich to 
make it tmpassable for an enemy, aad in Bam- 
barra, Great Bassam, and Yarriba the same cus 
tom prevailed or still prevails. In Borneo, iu 
Japan, in Burmab, and, in addition to many 
other regions, in the Punjaub, like ideas of the 
efficacy of human victims to insure tne safety of 
bujldings bold their ground, or were universal 
witbio very recent times. In each post- hole 
the gates of Tavoy acriminai was placed: bu- 
man victims were burned under the gates of 
Mandelay, and under the fortress of Thatung a 
Queen is said to have been drowned tao a Bur- 
mese reservoir to make the dike safe, and the 
life of a widyw’'s son was taken by the Rajah of 
Sialkot with a view to insure the stability of one 
of the bastions of his fort. 

It is, therefore, more than probable that the 
latest we from Asbantee is substantiaily trae. 
Human life is always at a discount in 
tickly populated African k ua, 

African potentates be taught to cultivate the 
son, or to mine the minerals in it, they would, 
with their natural shrewdness, speedily discover 
amore profitable employment for their subjects 
and cuptives than Killing them. Sixty years ago 
the King of Asuautee told M. Dupuis that since 
the King of Eugiand nad prevented him from 
Selling bis slaves he bad to murder them, lest 
they should grow strong and murder him. Africa. 
is, indeed, never likely to be the E of 
traders, as for a time it was thought tobe.
